To a little transaction in bribery there are 
ordinarily.only two witnesses, one of whom 
can only send himself to jail, and the other 
of whom ean only send himself to the peni- 
tentiary if they should persistin giving tes- 
timouy. 
But Why should we care? There are men 
in all our public bodies who ate perfectly 
well known to be venai and corrupt, men 
whom no one would trust in the way of pri- 
vate business. When such men are elected 
to office by a popular vote of their fellow- 
citizens, it amounts to a tacit understanding 
that such trifles as sale of influence, bribery, 
nepotism or perjury shall be condoned, 
When the people elect such statesmen to fill 
their. public offices, they ought, for the sake 
of consistency, to accept the inevitable re- 
sults, when their representatives act accorda- 
ing to their nature.

WHAT THEY WANT. 

Some of the corporation doctrinaires are 
shocked by another United States Supreme 
Court decision atill further limiting the 
application of the old Dartmouth College 
decision. 

The California Constitution of 1849 de- 
clared that all charters granted to corpora- 
tions in that State should be subject to 
alteration or repeal at the discretion of any 
subsequent Legislature. This was a plain 
notice to all men that po California Legis- 
lature could under that Constitution confer 
an irrevocable and unalterable charter on a 
corporatien-—that any legislative act pur- 
porting to do so would be ultra vires and 
void, 

In 1808 the. Legislature chartered the 
Spring Valley Water Company to supply 
San Franéisco with water, and the act 
provided that the charges to consumers of 
the ‘Water should be fixed by a Board 
of Commissioners, two chosen by the 
company, two by the city, the four to choose 
a fifth in case of disagreement as to rates. 
These provisions were carried out till the 
new Constitation of California was adopted 
in 1879, which provides that the rates for 
water used by any city or town shall be 
fixed from year to year by the municipal 
authorities. Then, a vacancy having oc- 
curred in the Board of Commissioners, the 
city authorities refused to fill it and claimed 
the right to fix the rates without reference 
to any such board. 

Regardless of the United States Supreme 
Court decision (Munn v. Lilinois) that It is 
within the power of the Government to reg- 
ulate the prices at which water shail be sold 
by one who enjoys a virtual monopoly of 
the sales,” the company insisted that the 
provisions of the act of 1858 were protected 
from repeal or alteration by that clause of 
the United States Constitution which says 
no State shall pass any law impairing the 
obligation of contracts. But the case hav- 
ing finally reached the United States Su- 
préme Court, that tribunal in its decision 
says: 

The Constitution of California adopted in 1840 
to | prapibited ove Legislature bargaining away the 
power of succeeding Legislatures to control the 
administration of the affairs of a private corpora- 
tion formed under the laws of the State. Of this 
legislative disability the Spring Valley Company 
had notice when it accepted the privileges of the 
act of 1858, and it must be presumed to have built 
its works and expended its monies in the hope 
that neither a succeeding Legislature, nor the 
people in their collective capacity when framing 
a Constitution, would ever deem it expedient to 
return to the old mode of fixing rates, rather 
than ou any want of power to do so, U found de- 


sirable. 
The New York Evening Post objects to 


this decision as discouraging corporate enter- 
prises wherever the State Constitution re- 
serves the power to alter or amend chartera. 
There are some people who object to any 
decision that dees not set aside laws, conati- 
tutions and all considerations of public policy 
to favor corporate interests. Any other de- 
cision in this Spring Valley case would have 
amounted to a proclamation from the Su- 
preme Court that any corrupt or stupid 
Legislature can, in violation: of the State 
Consfitution, divest the State of its sover- 
eignty by selling charters conferring mo- 
nopolies upon corporations, and placing 
them forever beyond the reach of the regu- 
lation or control to which al) individual 
rights or properties are and must be subject.

AN IMPORTAN2 DECISION,

Judge Treat Settles an ‘Interesting 
Point in Commercial Law. 


In the case of the Merchants’ National Bank of 
New York against Web and Ed. Samuels, tried 
in the U. 8. Circuit Court, Wednesday, Judge 
Treat held that when a sight draft is sent toa 
bank for collection and the bank takes a check 
during banking hours in payment and 
surrenders up the draft, it takes the 
risk of its being paid, — if not presented until 
the next day the loss, if any occurs, must fall on 
the bank. In this ease the suit was brought on 5 
bill ot exchange drawn by the Samuels on R. F 
Parks & Co. of New Vork, Tue bill was indorsed 
tothe Commercial Bank on June 16 
forwarded to the Merchants’ Natienal — 
for collection. It reached there June 18, 1833, 
and was presented to Parks & Co., who gave the 
bank a check in payment, which the hank did not 

resent for payment until 11 o'clock the hext day. 
— the meantime Parks & Co. failed and payment 

was refused. Under the above ruling judgment. 
was given against the bank. Mr. Finkelaburg 
represented the bank nan & Jones the 
Messrs. Samuel.
